AMAZON PINK: A deep and a rich pink. Large 
flowers and amazon foliage. 

AMAZON RED: Flower large in deep tones of 
lavender pink or red-purple cast. Petals are 
ruffled. Large, thick “supreme?” foliage. 
Choice. 

BI-COLOR: Two upper petals plum, three low- 
er petals lavender. Good bloomer. Outstand- 
ing. Decidedly aifferent color for those of 
you who wish a color range. 

BLUE AMAZON GIRL: Large blue flower. Ama- 
zon “Girl” foliage. 

BLUE BOY: Blue. A very popular and free 
blooming variety. 

BLUE EYES: A good, clear sky blue. Dark Ion- 
antha type foliage . . . moss green. 

BLUSHING MATDEN: Creamy white with a tint 
of pink. A “collection” must. 

DOUBLE DUCHESS: Double blue. Reverse petal 
silvery white. No yeliow eye. 

DUPONT BLUE: Large blue flowers. -Massive, 
round, hairy leaves. 

DUPONT LAVENDER PINK: Flowers open a 
rosy lavender and blend out to a silvery or- 
chid flower petal with the original color re- 
maining on the two top petals. 

FRIEDA: Dark red-violet. JIonantha foliage. 
Stands out in a collection. 

HEAVENLY BLUE: Slate blue. Long flower 
stems. Excellent bloomer. 

IONANTHA: Light blue. Exceptionally long leaf 
stems, leaves pointed. 

MENTOR BOY: Very dark violet purple. Does 
not fade. 

MYRTLE: Myrtle blue flower. 

NEPTUNE: Blue violet. Outstanding for its 
foliage. 

ORCHID BEAUTY: Lavender pink. 

PINK BEAUTY: Pink. 

PINK GIRL: Pink. Very interesting foliage. 
Irregular cut. 

PURPLE PRINCE: Rich purple with quite a bit 
of rose in it. 

RED GiRL: Light blue. Girl foliage . .. heart 
shaped with fluted edges, and white spot at 
the leaf axil. Different. 

RED HEAD: Not really a red, but more of a 
claret. 

ROSY BLUE: Flowers open a maroon-wine, 
changing to orchid and rosy blue. 

RUFFLES: Light blue lavender flowers. Dis- 
tinctive dark foliage. 

SKY BLUE: Pale grey-blue. Ionantha foliage. 


VIKING: Medium dark purple. 


WEST COAST AMETHYST: Tinted lavender. 
WHITE LADY: White.

GYPSY QUEEN: Large, pretty lavender. 

GYPSY PRINCE: Bi-color, purple. 

GYPSY ROSA: On red or rose side. 

GYPSY RUBA: Deep orchid, lavender edge. 

JESSIE: Medium orchid-lavender. 


LADY GENEVA: Violet blue with pure white 
twinkling edge.

Gardening Supplies 


HYPONEX: 1-Ib. package ... $1.00... Prepaid 


Complete and balanced plant food. Hydro- 
ponic chemicals. Use 1 teaspoon to a gallon 
of water to feed violets or any house plant. 


VITAMIN B-1: %4-oz.... 25... . Postage .05 
Conditioner for your violets. Excellent for 
starting leaf cuttings. Use two drops to a 
smell tumbler of water. Let cuttings remain 
in this solution for 24 hours or longer. 


PLANT TIES: 100 10-in length 35 .. Postage .10 
Green, pipe cleaner type. Shortened, can be 
used to hold violet leaves from the pot edge. 
Just hook one end for holder. Excellent for 
support for outdoor plants. 


FOILRAPP: 50 feet ..... {GPa eee Postage .15 
Aluminum paper, household weight. Dress up 
your clay pots, use for cooking, and many 
other uses.
